posals for a several hundred per 
cent Increase In the oil tax, now 
being offered by one candidate 
for governor, were called "vote 
bait" and "tampering with the 
•welfare of Texas" by Governor 
JamQS V. Allred In a speech to- 
day at Danville, near Ixmgview.

Are We Waking UpT 


Of recent days I have had un- 
der my eye the opinion of a wide 
variety of responsible public men, 
to the effect that our need of 
needs today—Indeed, the only way 
"way out"—is a revival of spirit- 
ual religion. 
These are states- 


men and publicists, and scien- 
tists and educators and indus- 
trialists speaking from outside 
of the Church. 


Within the bounds of organized 


religion the same truth seems to 
be increasingly clear. The call is 
for apostolic free speech, cour- 
ageous witness-bearing, bold per- 
sonal testimony. As disciples who 
have tested Him and found Him 
true, avow the utter adequacy of 
Jesus Christ for life's every need, 
we shall find the mass of men 
who hear them becoming con- 
verted.
